— Roseben nobly carried 
his weight today and after a long stretch drive beat 
Oxford and three others for the Bayview Handicap 
on a track that was heavy next to the rails, but 
lietter on the outside. Shaw brought him out to the 
giMHl going, but Miller, on Oxford, also came along 
on the outside of Roseben. D. C. Johnson bet 
ifl.iXK) on Rosel)en when his odds went back to 
2 1-2 to 1. Ex]»erts said there was no fast horse 
like Halifax to carry Roseben along and backed 
him accordingly at the liberal odds. This was 
Roseben’s last ra<-e for the season. 

The stewards today heard a claim of J. Cochran 
and George Galven as to service of the lightweight 
rider, G. Burns, who is apprenticed to W. 0. Daly. 
Tile Ix^- is improving steadil.v. No decision was 
uiaile public. 

\ reiKU-t here that Richard Oroker, racing a big 
stable in Ireland, is seeking an American trainer 
and Matt Byrnes is spoken of as a likely candidate. 

Enoch Wishard, re<*ently reported to be 111, was 
seen toda.v hesirtll.v enjoying a meal of corned beef 
and caldtage. He will spend some weeks hunting in 
the southwest. Drake may again race next spring 
with new material. The third race was marked by 
a sensational finish. Cltrona was one of the first 
three on tlie outside, where the going was better, 
and bore out near the finish, but then fiiiislied very 
fast and seemed to have got into third place, but 
four finished I'.eads apart, the judges placing Rock 
Ingham. Fire Opal and I’laud noses apart. Terry 
J*cGovern, whose brother started Spring Beauty in 
tlie race, attracted much attention by shouting for 
her to win when she was far in the rear. 

Thomas Welch, trainer of the Newcastle stable, 
has gone west for a brief holiday and is through 
for the season. The horses traineil by him have 
won more than $120,000 this year. A. J. Joyner, 
training for five different owners, has won sixty-five 
races and $1:>4,7T» this year. Sydney Paget’s hw-ses 
won fifteen races and $68,210; A. Belmont, eighteen 
races and $31,390; E. R. Thomas, 19 races and 
$22.7Tit); A. J. Joyner, nine races and $8,,373; Perry 
Belmont, four rai>es and $4,025. 

A. J. Joyner will race a few horses at Bennings. 
The case against the Bennings bookmakers was to 
come up today in Washington. Delaney Nlcoll has 
gone there to look after the interests of the Jockey 
Chih. 

MUDDY TRACE RACING AT PIMLICO. 



Baltimwe, Md., November 12. — Races at Pimlico 
tilts afternoon were run over a track that was deep 
and liolding. This, of course, brought a generous 
reduction In the size of the fields and a material 
Jessening in the keenness of the sport. As it was 
tlie first really heavy track of the meeting, the 
horsemen did not complain, taking the sensible 
view that those whose stables shelter mud runners 
are entitle<l to at least a portion of the spoils. 
In tlie steeplechase there was but ■ one fall 
and tills was without serious result to either horse 
or rider. 

There was some rough riding In the flat races and 
this lirought not alone complaints from the bettors 
hilt an accident in which jockey Noone had his 
foot b.adl.v bruised. In the closing race, in which 
he rode Incorrigible, while rounding out of the 
liackstretch he was crowde<i to the fence and when 
lie pulled tip fell off his horse. He was carried 
to the jo<-ke.vs’ room and at first it was thought 
tliat his leg had been broken, hut the doctor in 
attendance after an examination said that the foot 
was only bruised and that he would be riding again 
in a few days. 

The bookmakers that have been working here are 
with few exceptions, losers; still they have nothing 
but praise for the place and the manner in which 
It has been run. Tliey predict a great future for 
the new track which is to be built during the coming 
year and have planned to make the meetings here 
a part of their regular circuit. 

.Jockeys L. Smith and J. Hennessy ran afoul of 
starter Dade In several of the races. Both were 
warned, but continued their actions at the post 
and were set-down for the remainder of the meeting 
Billy Garth claimed the mare Azelina from the 
second race, for $.860. He ran Anna Smith for 
Woods Stockton and Azelina Is now that gentle 
man's property. 



ASCOT’S FUTURE IN THE BALANCE. 



— Today the 
voters of Los Angeles and the territory it is sought 
to annex, are deciding the future of Ascot Park 
Should the annexation bill be carried in the city 
and proiM>se<l territory that Includes Ascot Park, the 
latter will become a part of the city and racing 
will be doomed. 

It is almost sure the city vote will favor the 
scheme, but strong opposition prevails In the country 
districts and the .\scot people look to these dis 
trlcts to defeat the bill. The result wiU probably 
not be announced until tomorrow.

Cincinnati, O., November 12. — Bleak, raw weather 
end a poor card were not conducive to good sport, 
result there was little enthnsiasm displayed 
over the racing at Latonla this afternoon. Despite 
.ndverse conditions a goodly throng was present an.i 
tlie speculative element at the close of proceedings 
ad a shade the better of the bookmakers. Tlie 
steeplechase attracted the most interest from a 
spectacular point of view. But as a contest it was 
levold of feature. Plea outfencing his oi»ponets and 
winning by a good margin throughout. Jockey >Ic- 
Kinney, astride Dawson, met with a mishap while 
about to make the turn into the stretch by connect- 
ing with the corner of the gap leading from the 
field, thereby injuring his leg so badly that he was 
forced to pull his mount up to a standstill. 

The connect ions of Pink Star and their following 
lost heavily by that horse’s failure to leave the post 
in line with the rest of the field in the fifth race. 
He seemed to bo away flatfooted when the word was 
given and closed a tremendous gap. With an equal 
start he in all probability would have won. 

After Lady Ethel’s victory In the closing race she 
was bid up $.300 over her entered price of $400 by 
A. C. Bellew, owner of Henry O. and bought in. 

Jockey Moreland, who was astride Minnehaha in 
the second race, was caught in a jam and had his 
leg badly Injured. The mishap will keep the rider 
out of the saddle for a long time. . 

There was quite a gathering of western turf mag 
nates at the track, including L. A. Celia, M. J 
Winn, J. L. Rhlnoi'k, Edward Corrigan and Rome 
Respess. Their xiresenoe here at the same time 
aused all sort of rumors to be spread, the principal 
•lie WU3.. to Um effect riist a “sui e enough” peace 
compact was imminent. Mr. Winn happened to droo 
in on his way to Pittsburg where he again is going 
to look after the plans of the new piojiosed race 
track near the smoky city. Mr. Celia just came 
down to spend a few days looking over this plant, 
in which he is extensively interested. 

Speaking of his season on the eastern tracks, Celia 
said: “Although I did not lay up much money, 
neither did I lose any. I had an enjoyalile time and 
was after recreation more than anything else. .My 
horses at present are all at Montgomery Park, Mem- 
phis, in charge of Henry McDaniel and will be win- 
tered at the Bluff City. McDaniel made several pur- 
chases for me while in New York, among them is 
Conville. I have given Mr. McDaniel carte blanche 
to purchase any horses thet he may think will 
strengthen my stable, also to dispose of any he now 
has in charge. My present plan is not to semi any 
horses to New Orleans to be raced this winter.” 

Mr. Corrigan will shortly ship about twenty head 
of horses to New Orleans to be campaigned there 
this winter. 

Rome Respess has decided not to ship more than 
Posing and King Pepper to New Orleans. Louis 
Tauber will have cliarge of the former and 
Hummel will handle King Pepper. 

“If the boys knock out a couple of purses apiece 
with this pair, they will have earne<l their winter 
keep and also enable tlieni to make some money 
for themselves. If they send to me for money dur 
ing the winter, I will class them as bad trainers,’ 
said Mr. Resjiess. 

J. B. Respess disposed of Martha Gorman and 
Darthula t<xlay. The former went to J. E. Wldener 
and the latter to Hall & Marshall. 

J. C. Milam has secured insurance on ten of the 
horses that he proposes to take from liere to New 
Orleans. ' He will ship them the latter part of this 
week. 

Archie Zimmer was among the visitors. He stated 
that eight of his horses were on the way 
New Orleans and would reach tliere tomorrow. Mose 
C.oldlilatt sliipi>ed his entire string yesterday to the 
Crescent City. 

P. Dunne shipped his horses with the exc*eption of 
Ia>n8 to New Orleans from Louisville today. Lens 
sustained a stone liruise recently and was left at 
the Downs in charge of competent hands until im 
proved. He will be sliliqied with the Corrigan con 
signuient. W. T. Woodard, Jr. has decldetl to ship 
Debar and several two-year-olds within the next 
few days to the Crescent City.

I.,exington. Ky., November 12. — A breeding bureau 
similar to the one in operation in New York will 
be formed by the American Breeders’ Protective 
.\s8ociatlon for the Improvement of the breed of 
horses in Kentucky. The question was taken up 
l>y the association today, a motion made by J. N 
Camden, Jr., and a committee composed of Mr, 
Camden, and O. H. Chenault was appointed to 
secure a copy of the by-laws of the New York 
bureau. Efforts will be made to place a thorough 
bred stallion in every county in the state which 
has none. 

Colonel E. F. Clay was re-elected president of 
the association and George H. Whitney elected sec 
retary and treasurer to succeed the late B. Smith 
Gentry. The report of acting secretary Fouche 
showed $2,000 in the treasury to be used In pur 
chasing and eliminating mares from the Stud Book 
this winter.

TRAINER DAN O’BRIEN DEAD. 

Cincinnati, O., Novcml>er 12 — From softening of 
the brain, Dan O’Brien, long a note«l figure wi tbe 
turf, died at his home iu Lexington. Ky., .vesterday. 
O’Brien first came into jmbllc noti<*e as a trainer 
yeaix^^ago, when he came east from Colorado with 
the then famous campaigner Jim Douglas, owned b.v 
Clifton Bell, of Denver. During his career on the 
turf he broke more yearlings wlilch later develoj)ed 
into turf sensations than any otlier man and tor 
years the yearlings of Henry M. Ziegler and John 
A. Drake were intrusted to his care. The one epi- 
sode in 'the life of O’Brieu which plaoe<l him iu dis- 
favor with turf officials was the movlne of the 
three-eighths poqt at the Kentucky Aswadatlou track 
five years ago in an effort to s«iuee*e Clarent-e II. 
Maekay out of a huge sum of money for the yearling 
colt by Wagner, out of Mary Jane, which was owned 
by Engman & Wllkerson. O'Brien secured a price 
of $2,500 f^ the colt and then priced him to C. F. 
Hill, Mackj^’s representative, for $8,000. Hill de- 
cided to take the colt at the price, but before tbe 
money was paid the fraud was discovered ami the 
matter was taken up by the thoroughbred breeders 
of tlie state with a view of liaving the guilty pun- 
ished. O’Brien made a full confessicMi to the com- 
mittee of lireeders in which he took the blame aud 
all resjionsibility for tbe offense.
